8— Bandits 
termed “high jackers” who are mak­ 
ing a business of riding freight trains 
in the wheat belt of Kansas and cer­ 
tain parts of Oklahoma, robbing har­ 
vest hands are becoming more bold, 
and are receiving increasing atten­ 
tion from local authorities in those 
skates, according to reports reaching 
here. 
“High 
Jacker” activities, 
which 
have been 
reported almost 
daily 
throughout 
the 
harvest 
season, 
roached a climax when two of the 
robbers attempted to hold up a party 
of former soldiers and harvest hands 
aboard a freight train running be­ 
tween Kechi and 
Furley, 
Kansas, 
Wednesday night. 
The former sol­ 
diers, who had just been discharged 
from a Texas army 
camp, began 
shooting, 
and in 
the exchange 
of 
shots that followed one man, said to 
have been a “High Jacker,” was kill­ 
ed sand four of the former soldiers 
and harvest hands injured. 
The re­ 
maining robber escaped after a ter- 
r:fic fight, in which he threw half a 
dozen of his opponents 
from the 
moving train. 
The “High Jackers” usually oper­ 
ate 
in 
pairs. 
They 
go 
among 
groups 
of 
harvest 
hands 
and 
pose 
as 
fellow-workers, 
learn­ 
ing which of their associates car­ 
ries the most money, and at an op­ 
portune moment hold him up. 
If 
hi* resists he is slugged and beaten 
If a group is to be robbed, the mem­ 
bers suddenly 
find themselves con­ 
fronted with a pair of revolver < in 
the hands of supposed friends and 
told to hand 
over their valuables. 
The robberies, individual and group, 
nearly 
always 
take 
place 
aboard 
freight trains.
